though ncucr ſo ancient) ſhould rake place before 
Trueth.

ZAll my S| firmed in cucry thing, (both in word 
RI and deed, doctrine and maners, pro. 
Cogiitellion and conucrfation, ftaith and 
works) onely by that truth which

Scriptures) may afſure himſclfe to be directed by 
the Spiitof truth ; becauſe he finds himſclfe moſt 
willing in all points, rather to obey Gad then man:

Simplicity cannot lyeto deceiue, becauſe ſhe is 
notable by craft and cunning tocolouralye, there- 
by to make it ſecme better then it is. -Therefore 
whoſocuer doth reic a ſimple truth, is moſt wor» 
thy to bedecciuved by a ſophiſticall Iye, 

Simplicity andplaine dealing were neuer enemies 
ro truth, but to error; for Hercricks cannot thereby 
Mmainetaine their herefies:s but by ſophiſtry and c- 
quiuocation they endetour to proue truth to be 
error, and error to betruth *. . Colo, 2,4 

There is an earthly wiſdome belonging to the 
naturall man, and that wifſedome 1s tooliſhnes to 
Ged, anddeceiues many. 

Butthere is a heauenly wiſedome belonging to 
the ſpiritual man, which is feolines tothe world, 
and that can neyther decciue,nor be deceiucd: for | 
he that is ſpiritual, dilcerneth all things *. Bleſſed is Is Cor. 2o13/1 51y 
he then that isa foole to the world, and wilc to 
God. 

Tothe man of God, truth is as we!come ſrom a 
Puny, as from a Philoſopher: and why? becauſe 
both inrich and ſimple attyre, ſhe is ſeo-per-eadem, 
alwayesthe ſame, Therefore heis as vaine & ſence- 
leſle, thatdoth rcieR theſimpletruth, being ſpoke 
to nootherend, but tothe confounding of deuiliſh 
errors, as he that doth reieR Art and ſcience, being 
vicdtorthe glory of God, tor:whenallis done and 
ſayd, itis truth that muſt confaund the Dewill, and

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nothing elſe but onely truth. 
Let no man thereforeforbeare to ſet her foorth, 
becaule he finds himſeltc to be ignorant in Arts:for 
itis better that his ignorance th:ercin be layd open 
co the world;then truth to lyc hid whereſocuer; for 
being ſct forth in aknowne Language, andealic to 
bc vnderſtood by the moſt imple, there is not then 
any ivſt cauſe why Chriſtian truth ſhould be reiec- 
red atany time. He thatis wile indeed, will regard 
the inward ſpirit, more thenthe outward letter, ab- 
horring onely that which is cuill, and cleauing one- 
Row, 12gly vnto that which is good Y; abhorting crrour, 
Gala, Ig though inan Angell from heauen Y, andcleauing 

vnto iruth, albcit from the mouth of the moſt 
Pſalm, $a limple Y. 6 

In thetrying of maſteries, andin ſtriuing for vic 
tory, policy doth dire the weakeſt ro incounter 
the weakeſt, and the firongeſt to encounter the 
ſtrongeft aduerſarics; but where the weakeſt is well 
ableco reſiſt the ſtrongeſt, who can doubt which 
fide istohaue the victory? 

Among Protcſtants, I am not onely inthe num-

Therefore to the contufion of all wicked {korners 
direQed by the ſpirit of error, and wiſedome of this 
world,(for{kornefulnes isa proper marke belong- 

ing to the wicked Y) we will conclude with Pſalm, I.
